mayor several week^ ago to look into 
(he matter of the opening of Brunson 
«yenue made their report. The proper­ 
ty' which would have to be pureha;ied 
the city will cost lU.TüO an(^ It was 
roposed In the report that tü.UOü of 
amount should be ai^sessed to the 
property to be benetited by the im- 
prrijvement and the balance should be 
paid by the city at large. 
The report 
waa accepted and placed on tile. 


W . L. George, who has served faith­ 
fully on the board of public works for 
several years, handed in his resigna­ 
tion last night which 
was accepted 
Mr. George stated that his relations 
wti«h the other members of the board, 
the mayor and council had been most 
pleasant but his work was out of town 
and he could not give the necessary 
time to his duties as a member of the 
board. 
The resignation was accepted 
and the mayor appointed S. £. Daig­ 
neau to take the place of Mr. George 
and the appointment was confirmed. 


A new i«aiary ordinance was pre­ 
sented to the council, the chief features 
of which was the raising of several of 
the salaries of city oOicers. 
The salary 
o( the chief of police was raised from 
f50 to 970 per month and all fees are to 
be turned over to the city.
